Counsel Argues That Senator Is Vic- 


tim of Religious Prejudice. 


Washington. Jan. 2S.—That Senator 


Sraoot could not have secured the leg- 
islature without the aid cif the Gentile 
voters; that he opposed the Evans 
bill, which was.vetoecl by the govern- 
or; that he encouraged the state sup- 
erintendent in driving religion classes 
out of the public schools, and that ho 
•was not a polygamist, were the prin- 
cipal reasons advanced by Aldemar 
.Van Cott of Salt Lake City,in sum- 
ming up his defense of Smoot before 
the senate committee. 


Mr. Van Cott declared the 'conten- 


tion of the protestants to be untenable 
in that, they 
admitted

charge Senator Smoot 
with no. of- 


i'cnsc cognizable by law, and the only 
thing brought against him was that 
lie believed in revelations.
